From  the  Your  President! 


It’s  been  a  short,  busy  summer.  I  was  lucky  enough  to  have  been  on  the 
Governor’s  Commission  for  selection  of  the  Iowa  State  Quarter.  It  was  an  inter¬ 
esting  process,  not  exactly  as  I  had  anticipated  and  didn’t  end  exactly  as  I  had 
wanted  but  we  have  several  representative  designs.  We  had  a  total  of  five  meet¬ 
ings,  including  a  working  group  meeting  which  just  four  of  us  attended  to  view  and 
sort  each  and  every  one  of  the  submissions,  even  those  from  people  who  phoned 
in  a  single  preference  such  as  “corn",  “hogs”,  “no  hogs”,  “Sullivan  Brothers",  “no 
Sullivans”,  etc.  —  the  Governor's  staff  was  quite  meticulous  in  giving  us  a  tele¬ 
phone  message  memo  from  each  of  these  calls.  Some  of  the  designs  were  very 
imaginative,  especially  those  of  school  kids  who  had  worked  on  it  a  lot;  it’s  really 
great  that  some  teachers  made  this  a  class  project.  There  were  a  number  of 
designs  that  didn’t  meet  the  specifications  of  the  U.S.  Mint  that  we  had  to  exclude, 
such  as  those  that  represented  the  Cyclones,  Hawkeyes,  John  Wayne,  or  what¬ 
ever  but  it  was  great  to  see  all  of  them.  Some  designs  were  very  elaborate,  and 
some  were  quite  simple,  but  we  considered  all  of  them  and  voted  on  them  as  a 
design  concept  and  then  gave  them  to  a  team  of  artists  to  present  to  us.  I’m  sure 
that  you’ve  all  seen  them  by  now.  I  did,  in  fact,  campaign  to  be  on  the  committee 
and  I  feel  quite  honored  to  have  been  selected.  In  the  end,  however,  I  feel  it  is 
only  because  of  you  INA  members  who  elected  me  president  at  this  particular 
time  that  I  came  to  be  selected.  Thank  you! 

Over  Labor  Day  weekend  I  attended  the  annual  convention  of  the  National 
Token  Collectors  Association  in  Omaha.  This  was  a  first  time  for  me,  and  since 
I'm  really  a  novice  in  this  field  I  was  able  to  acquire  a  number  of  Iowa  trade  tokens 
to  add  to  my  collection.  I  also  acquired  quite  a  number  of  Iowa  Centennial  medals 
there,  which  is  again  a  recent  collecting  interest.  For  any  of  you  have  become 
somewhat  jaded  by  the  cost  of  many  of  your  key  coin/currency  needs  I  might  sug¬ 
gest  you  start  either  or  both  of  these  —  at  least  you  can  acquire  them  for  less  than 
$500  apiece,  and  many  of  them  for  just  $1.00  or  $2.00  each.  For  those  of  you 
who  are  interested,  please  attend  the  seminars  on  these  items  at  the  fall  INA  con¬ 
vention  in  Johnston,  IA  on  October  26  and  27,  2002. 

This  will  be  my  last  president’s  message  and  I’ve  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to 
express  some  of  my  thoughts  on  paper.  I  am  very  appreciative  to  have  been  your 
representative  for  the  past  two  years  and  I  want  to  thank  all  of  you  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity.  As  a  last  note:  get  out  and  support  your  local  club  and  its  activities,  and 
attend  club  meetings  of  other  area  clubs  whenever  you  can  —  they  have  a  lot  to 
offer.

There  was  a  second  reading  for  Tom  and  Laura  Tomaszek  They  were  unan¬ 
imously  approved  for  membership.  Welcome  aboard  Tom  and  Laura. 

Tom  Robertson  provided  an  update  on  the  Iowa  Quarter  selection  process. 
Eastern  Iowa  was  well  represented  on  the  committee  with  4  out  of  the  15  voting 
members  from  the  CR  Iowa  City  area.  In  addition  there  was  a  non  voting  consul¬ 
tant  from  the  PMX  Corp.  There  was  not  a  farmer  on  the  committee.  However,  all 
but  one  entry  are  of  a  rural  theme.

Elections  are  coming  up  in  October.  Dave  Vaughn,  Scott  Crowley,  and  Tom 
Tomaszek  will  form  a  committee  to  get  a  slate  put  together  for  October's  meet¬ 
ing. The  November  auction  is  shaping  up  with  170  lots  so  far.  More  lots  are  known 
to  be  on  the  way  which  should  provide  enough  for  the  auction. 

The  INA  election  is  coming  up  soon.  Members  are  reminded  to  vote.  If  you 
are  not  a  member  of  the  INA  and  would  like  to  join  see  Brian  or  Tom. Brian  report¬ 
ed  that  since  the  9-1 1  incident  the  government  has  made  several  changes  to 
clamp  down  on  money  laundering.  This  has  put  a  number  of  restrictions  on  coin 
dealers  which  require  them  to  report  transactions  involving  silver  and  gold  which 
exceed  specified  numbers  of  coins  or  dollar  amounts  to  the  IRS.  See  Brian  for 
more  specifics. 

The  subject  of  a  web  page  was  discussed.  I  will  investigate  putting  one  up

The  March  Show  was  discussed.  It  was  decided  to  keep  the  price  of  tables 
the  same  as  last  year.  Nevin  has  purchased  three  1999  1/10  ounce  golds  and  2 
silver  2002  proof  silver  eagles  for  raffle  prizes.  Hourly  door  prizes  will  be  needed. 
It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  fewer  items  donated  by  numismatic  publishers. 

Brian  Fanton  was  named  ANA  Club  Representative  of  the  Year  at  the  ANA 
convention  in  New  York.  The  ANA  recognizes  that  the  future  of  our  hobby 
depends  on  the  commitment  of  those  individuals  who  exhibit  leadership  and  a 
willingness  to  serve.  This  award  is  presented  to  those  individuals  who  serve 
his/her  coin  club  with  exemplary  enthusiasm  and  dedication.  The  nominee  should 
be  involved  in,  but  not  limited  to,  two  or  more  of  the  following  categories:  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  hobby,  promotion  of  the  ANA,  participation  in  National  Coin  Week, 
recruitment  of  new  members,  involvement  in  club  activities,  local,  regional,  and 
national  committees.  This  award  is  limited  to  members  of  the  ANA.
